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SGA discusses tuition 
increase and Athletics

Tuition and fees were the 
topics for discussion at the 
meeting of the Student Gov¬ 
ernment Association Senate on 
April 24th. 

President Keith Neal and 
Vice President Henry Lewis 
explained that the Board of 
Regents made plans to set lim¬ 
its on the amount individual 
state schools can charge for 
tuition. They announced a 
proposed maximum of 
$2100.00 (an increase of 
approximately $460) for in 
state tuition at ULowell, not 
including fees. “It is going to 
be up to the individual Board 
of Regents.” Lewis said. 

In the Trustee’s Report Stu¬ 
dent Trustee elect, Tom Win¬ 
ston, explained that tuition is 
controlled by the Board of 
Regents and fees are controlled 
by the Board of Trustees. 
Winston stated “As cuts are 
made, fees are jacked up as a 
safety net to save themselves.” 
He reminded Senate that the 
increase in tuition is only a 
proposal and nothing will be 
decided until July. Winston 
said “Obviously students are 
less concerned during the sum¬ 
mer months about ULowell 
and the Board of Regents and 
are more concerned with mak¬ 
ing money to come back here... 
We need to get more active 
between now and June.” 

Another proposed policy is 


called tuition retention. Win¬ 
ston explained that this is a 
process of turning a portion of 
every fee increase into tuition. 
This will protect students since 
financial aid is only based on 
the amount of tuition students 

pay. 1 - 

'Winston also reported that 
by September 1st we could be 
UMass at Lowell. “It will ini¬ 
tially mean nothing in program 
changes... not even signs will 
change because we don’t have 
the money.” Winston said. 

The Trustees gave autho¬ 
rization to the administration 
to research the possibility of 
moving the ULowell Athletic 
teams from Division II into 
either Division I or III. A 
move to Division I would 
require a new sports arena 
which would cost an estimated 
$30 million. 

Moving to Division III 
would mean we would be com¬ 
peting against schools such as 
Worcester PolyTech and MIT 
which the administration feels 
are more comparable to our 
academic system. 

The SGA debated both 
sides of the issue. Senator Sue 
Sullivan stated “We should 
look more to academics than 
sports... It is a terrible waste of 
money.” 

Senator Kirk Soley felt that

Campuses Cutting Costs 


(CPS) - Besides needing to 
raise more money from stu¬ 
dents by raising tuition, the 
recession has forced hundreds 
of campuses to stop spending 
for certain kinds of services. 
Among the cutbacks 
announced by administrators 
and politicians in recent 
weeks: 

*The State University of 
New York at Brockport 
stopped admitting freshmen 
for next fall as of April 1. 

President John Van De 
Wetering said “budget uncer¬ 
tainties” left the school “in 
danger of accepting students 
and then denying them access 
to the classes they need.” 

*To save $250,000, Pacific 


Lutheran University in Seattle 
said it would stop funding the 
campus radio station. 

*The universities of 
Nebraska-Omaha and Illinois- 
Chicago announced hiring 
freezes. 

*Four Iowa State Universi¬ 
ty academic departments each 
lost about 10 percent of their 
budgets, forcing them to lay 
off faculty members. 

*Linn-Benton Community 
College said it would close its 
cafeteria 90 minutes earlier 
each day to save $20,000 in 
wages and salaries. 

^Southern Methodist Uni¬ 
versity laid off 150 administra¬ 
tive staffers.

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Faculty Senate discuss arts and 
Music merger and P.E. requirements

The Under-Graduate Poli¬ 
cy Committee of the faculty 
Senate met last Wednesday 
and Thursday to discuss the 
possible merger of the College 
of Music with the other per¬ 
forming arts departments and 
the possibility of dropping the 
Physical Education require¬ 
ments. 

The first proposal would 
bring the College of Music 
and the other performing arts 
departments into one college 
of performing and fine arts. 
Dean Gerard Lloyd, from the 
College of Music, said that, 
“in dealing with the fiscal cri¬ 
sis, there is no greater time to 
work with the community.” 
Lloyd expressed a desire to 
expand the children’s activi¬ 
ties and the focus on adult 
education at ULowell. He 
also commented that ULowell 
students do not have enough 
exposure to the fine and per¬ 
forming arts during their stud¬ 


ies here. Lloyd went on to 
say, “There are far too many 
students here who graduate 
from ULowell without a sense 
of human arts.” 

Members of the committee 
wondered what to title the 
new college if a merger took 
place. Dean Lloyd suggested 
the title “College of Liberal 
Arts”, he pointed out that 
SMU already uses that title for 
their department , and it is 
possible that we might merge 
with SMU. 

Anne Tremkamp, commit¬ 
tee member, thought that the 
merger of music education 
and academics studies was 
“not a good marriage.” S*he 
said that it was “much wiser 
for us {the music instructors) 
to go into one department to 
share resources.” Tremkamp 
was very concerned that the 
proposal would limit the bach¬ 
elor of music and composition 
program because, “those stu¬ 
dents are a particular joy... 
they are bright enough to chal¬ 


lenge our teachings and make 
us use our heads.” 

Dean Blewett of the Col¬ 
lege of Liberal Arts was asked 
to present his viewpoint to the 
meeting. Blewett was consid¬ 
ering yet another plan for the 
future of the ULowell- Umass 
merger which would have pro¬ 
found effects on the adminis¬ 
tration of this institution. 
Blewett’s proposal included 
“finding the multitude of 
undeclared Liberal Arts 
majors a home.” The major 
selling point of his plan was 
the possibility of keeping the 
master of education program. 
Under the other plan, all mas¬ 
ters programs except for per¬ 
forming arts would be abol¬ 
ished. The faculty at the meet¬ 
ing agreed the effects of this 
merger on music and liberal 
arts students would be unno- 
ticeable. 

In addition. Dean Blewett

moving to Division I is not a 
good idea since “the stadium 
would not be built for five 
years, so we who paid for it 
wouldn’t get to use it.” 

Neal said that staying with 
Division II has not been dis¬ 
cussed as an option with the 
administration since other 
Division II schools are not on 
the academic level of ULowell. 

Adam Sigel reported that a 
move to Division III would 
mean a drastic cut in sports 
scholarships. Senator Geoff 
Pahl made a motion which 
stated for the SGA “to recom¬ 
mend to the Administration to 
switch to Division III Sports.” 
The motion passed with a vote 
of 11 to 9 with one abstention. 

When asked about the deci¬ 
sion of the SGA, Wayne 
Edwards, Athletic Director of 
the University, said,”The like¬ 
lihood of anything changing is 
pretty remote...discussion at 
the SGA meeting was prema¬ 
ture...We (ULowell Athletics) 
really don’t have any place to 
go right now.” 

In the President’s Report, 
President Keith Neal 
announced to the SGA that he 
has spoken with several 
administrators around campus. 
“They are very willing to work 
with us.” he reported. He 
announced his goals for the 
Senate for next year. These 
goals include establishing a 
cable-access channel for the 
SGA to broadcast sporting 
events and club announce¬ 
ments. speeding up the process 
of clubs actually getting the 
money they request, and 
increasing voter registration on 
campus. “I’d like to see us 
become much more politically 
active.” Neal said. 

Neal also announced his 
recommendations for new 
committee chairs which 
included Henry Lewis for 
Governance Committee. Dave 
Grinblatas for University 
Affairs, Mike Choquette for 
Student Services, Kevin Ward 
for Finance Committee, and 
Daniel Weygand for Student 
Union Board of Directors. 

Lewis explained that he 
completed several interviews 
to fill the vacancies on Senate 
and made the following recom¬ 
mendations for appointments: 
John O’Donnell-Senator, 
Class of 4 93, Dwight Robson- 
Senator, Class of ‘93, Matt 
Gormley-Senator, Class of ‘94 
and Scott Baetz-Senator, Class 
of ‘94. Adam Sigel was 
appointed Bookstore Associate 


at Large. A motion passed to 
allow Seniors Geoffrey Pahl 
and Jim Kennedy to fill Sopho¬ 
more and Junior seats respec¬ 
tively. The motions passed and 
Neal swore in all of the new 
positions. SGA appointed 
Scott Baetz as assistant Trea¬ 
surer. Neal also swore in the 
Class of 1992 officers. Rich 
Conly, President of the Class 
of 1992 announced plans for 
the new senior class which 
include printing a new phone 
book directory, purchasing 
diploma frames and publishing 
the Who’s New directory for 
the incoming freshmen. 

In the Activities Commis¬ 
sion report Tracy Ryan 
informed the Senate of the 
completed Spring Carnival 
plans which included festivi¬ 
ties outside of Fox Hall on 
Thursday night. 

In the Governance Report 
Henry Lewis explained to the 
new Senators the problem of 
Rich Abreu’s candidacy for 
Student Trustee. 

A motion passed to accept the 
last two Governance Commit¬ 
tee meeting minutes. 

The Finance Committee 
report was given by Treasurer 
Kevin Ward. He announced 
that club allocations for Spring 
Carnival were completed. 
Ward will hold office hours on 
Mondays from 2:30 to 4:00 in 
the South SIC. Three open 
positions on the Finance Com¬ 
mittee were filled by a Senate 
appointment. The SGA 
appointed Scott Baetz, 
Michelle Tellier, and Gerard 
Morales. According to the 
SGA constitution the Finance 
Committee is the only commit¬ 
tee that requires a Senate 
appointment since members of 
Finance Committee allocate 
money to clubs. 

In the SUBOD report Dan 
Weygand announced commit¬ 
tee plans which included allo¬ 
cating club rooms for next 
semester, getting a copier for 
the Fox SIC and determining 
where improvements are need¬ 
ed around campus. 

Dave Grinblatas informed 
the Senate that the University 
Affairs committee will be 
organizing the voter registra¬ 
tion drive. 

Mike Choquette explained that 
the Student Services works 
with “physical hands on, day 
to day basis work.” Current 
projects include buying new 
computer tables for the Library 
and purchasing a new bus stop 
kiosk on North Campus. 

SGA will continue to 
address these concerns when it 
convenes next semester. 


More parking news

Last year the annex build¬ 
ings behind the Lydon Library 
were tom down. The adminis¬ 
tration chose to allot the unused 
land for additional student park¬ 
ing. The original plan was to 
section the lot into two areas: 
the small area accessible from 
standish street would maintain 
its faculty-parking only status 
and the large area accessible 
from Mount Hope street would 
become an upperclassman lot 
for commuter students. 

The plan was changed, how¬ 
ever, during the winter months. 
Students living in Smith Hall 


had no choice but to park on the 
streets, this caused a problem 
during the winter parking ban. 

The Lowell Police ticketed 
their cars persistently. Adminis¬ 
tration decided to make accom¬ 
modations for the Smith stu¬ 
dents in the large area of the lot 
by designating the upper half of 
the lot as commuter space and 
the lower half as resident space. 
There was some debate over the 
sectioning, but the boundaries 
are now drawn in what Com¬ 
muter Association President 
Tim Lloyd referred to as a 
"happy compromise."

wishes to endorse an advising 
center on campus to better 
understand the core require¬ 
ments. He also wanted to bal¬ 
ance the number of students in 
Liberal Arts majors. He feels 
there are too many Criminal 
Justice and Psychology majors 
in the department. 

The proposed cut of the 
Physical Education require¬ 
ments was presented by the 
department. The PE. depart¬ 
ment said that because there is 
no money and no supplies for 


P.E. more than 634 students 
are lacking necessary classes. 
One department member said 
“We lost what P.E. is all 
about, the fun,experiencing 
something new....being a kid 
again.” and continued “Some¬ 
body decided to get rid of this 
program long before and 
planned to exercise it through 
budget cuts. Eventually it 
would dissipate and now all 
we have to do now is have the 
funeral.” It was the general 
consensus that the whole Uni¬ 
versity Physical Education 
requirement be dropped all 
together.

Financial Aid dwindles across country 


(CPS) - In what could be a 
signal of things to come for 
students around the nation, 
Cornell University and the 
University of Pennsylvania 
announced they may soon 
have to abandon their policies 
of meeting all of their stu¬ 
dents’ financial needs. 

Less dramatically, other 
relatively wealthy private 
schools also admit they are 
having trouble guaranteeing 
aid to all their students. 

“It is conceivable that we 
would run out of financial 
aid,” Cornell Provost Malden 
Nesheim told the school’s 
Board of Trustees in March, 
“and it is conceivable at that 
time we would have to say we 
do not have any more grant 
money.” 

If it does, Cornell and the 
other schools would lose a 
major marketing tool in help¬ 
ing students finance tuition 
expenses that can exceed 
$80,000 for four years. 

Without the financing, 
many students presumably 
would have to go to other, less 
expensive schools. 

As many as 25 percent of 
the nation’s independent cam¬ 
puses promise to guarantee 
finding enough grants and 
loans for each student to pay 
for tuition, estimates Frank 
Balz of the National Institute 
of Independent Colleges and 
Universities in Washington, 
D.C. 

Schools began guarantee¬ 
ing aid to students about 10 
years ago, when the federal 
government began slashing its 


direct grants to students. 

But such programs can be 
very expensive for colleges, 
which get the money to grant 
or loan to students from earn¬ 
ings on investments, alumni 
donations and, of course, other 
students’ tuition payments. 

Yale University, for exam¬ 
ple, said it was raising its 
prices by 6.6 percent for next 
year in part to raise money for 
the $17.8 million it will be 
giving in aid to students. 

The Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology announced in 
March that it, too, would raise 
its tuition, room and board 
rates by 7.4 percent to main¬ 
tain its “need-blind” admis¬ 
sions program. 

Some schools aren’t sure 
even tuition increases can help 
save their programs. 

“I’ll be surprised if we can 
fund everyone’s (aid) requests 
for next year,” said Fred Neu- 
berger, aid director at Ver¬ 
mont’s Middlebury College, 
which at $20,300 for tuition 
and fees per year is often cited 
as among the nation’s most 
expensive college. 

With other campus costs 
rising and more students need¬ 
ing more aid, Neuberger 
doesn’t think many schools 
will be able to continue guar¬ 
anteeing aid for long. 

“You can only do so 
much,” he said. “I think this 
has been coming for a long 
time.” 

Cornell, like Middlebury , 
says it already has met its stu¬ 
dent’s financial needs for this 
year. 


But in recent months offi¬ 
cials have begun talking about 
the inevitability of an “admit- 
deny” policy. With it, Cornell 
would continue to admit stu¬ 
dents without considering their 
ability to pay tuition, but may 
not grant all students the full 
amount of their needs. 

Similarly, Penn officials 
said they would decide next 
January whether they’ll con¬ 
tinue their need-blind admis¬ 
sions policy. 

Penn has increased aid 
funding by the same percent¬ 
age every year that it increased 
tuition, and has tripled the 
amount of its funds it grants 
and loans to its students. But 
over the same period, endow¬ 
ment funding of financial aid 
has only increased slightly, 
administrators say. 

Such financing schemes do 
help middle-and lower-income 
students afford to go to expen¬ 
sive colleges, and have played 
a significant role in helping the 
schools themselves keep their 
classrooms full. 

Officials at private Lehigh 
University in Pennsylvania, 
for example, credit a new 
“need-blind” aid guarantee for 
increasing the number of stu¬ 
dents applying for next fall by 
9 percent. 

“We’re getting aggressive 
(in offering aid) while others 
are pulling in their horns,” 
noted Bill Sanford, aid director 
at Lehigh, which found funds 
to increase its aid budget to 
$1.2 million.

Brunelle hosts Kerouac tour of Lowell 


Five years ago Roger 
Brunelle of Lowell received a 
telephone call from Lavall Uni¬ 
versity in Quebec City telling 
him that a professor was plan¬ 
ning a “pilgrimage” to Lowell 
with his students. Brunelle was 
asked if he could lead the group 
through the Kerouac “shrines” 
of Lowell. Stunned, he said 
yes. The second question put to 
him was “Would you do it in 
French?” Boxed in, Brunelle 
said yes again. Puzzled by the 
word choice, he took the books 


off the shelf; not the Dharma 
Bums, not the Subterraneans, 
even less On the Road, but 
mostly Visions of Gerard, Doc¬ 
tor Sax and Maggie Cassidy, a 
trilogy of books written by Jack 
Kerouac about his childhood 
years in Centraville and his 
teenage years in the shadow of 
the Textile School in Pawtuck- 
etville and the gloomy halls of 
Lowell High School. 

Brunelle started to construct 
a "literary” tour of Lowell, 
based on the texts left behind by 


Jack Kerouac, who refers to his 
city as the “stinktown of stink- 
towns” in Maggie Cassidy. 
However, he found that Jack 
had written some very interest¬ 
ing descriptions of familiar 
places (shrines) in a town with 
which he had always kept a 
love/hate relationship, even 
while he was on the road. 

Brunelle has given some fif¬ 
teen of these “literary” tours in 
the past few years. The last one 
was filled to capacity with near¬ 
ly half in their teens and early

of the fourth Mainstage produc¬ 
tion of its 1990-91 Season - 
Shakespeare’s immortal tragedy 
King Lear, directed by Adrian 
Hall-on Friday, May 10, 1991, 
with press opening on Wednes¬ 
day, May 15 at 7 p.m. The pro¬ 
duction will run through Satur¬ 
day, July 13 in repertory with 
Larry Gelbart’s new black com¬ 
edy Power Failure, which 
begins performances on May 
24, and runs through July 10. 

Perhaps the greatest tragic 
work in any language, Shake¬ 
speare’s King Lear explores the 
fragile threads connecting king 
and subject, parent and child, 
man and nature. Stripped of his 
accommodations-his retinue, his 
royal raiment, even his five 
senses-a once great king stum¬ 
bles blindly along a rainswept 
heath, with only his Fool as 
company, defying the storm that 
breaks above his head. But 
Lear’s storm is also intemal-and 


when he emerges from the 
abyss of madness, he has pene¬ 
trated the deepest and most 
painful layers of awareness. 

Appearing in the cast are F. 
Murray Abraham, who joins the 
A.R.T. to play the title role. 
Company actors Maria Arram- 
bide as Cornwall, Candy Buck- 
ley as Goneril, Thomas Derrah 
as the Fool, Christine Estabrook 
as Regan, Alvin Epstein as the 
Earl of Gloucester, Jeremy 
Geidt as the Earl of Kent, David 
Margulies as the Duke of 
Albany, Stephanie Roth as 
Cordelia, Stephen Skybell as 
Edgar, and Mark Zeisler as 
Edmund. Christopher Lloyd, 
seen last season in the title role 
of Ibsen’s The Father, is return¬ 
ing to the Company as Oswalk, 
and will also perform several 
roles in Larry Gelbart’s Power 
Failure. 

F. Murray Abraham is most 
widely known for his Academy- 
Award winning role as Salieri in 
the film Amadeus. His other 
film credits include Bonfire of 
the Vanities, The Name of the 


Rose, Scarface, Serpico, and 
among his television credits are 
Vaclav Havel’s “Largo Desola- 
to” on PBS’s Great Perfor¬ 
mances, “Marco Polo on ABC,” 
and “A Season of Giants” for 
Italian RAI Television.

Dolls to Death

Preview: Advance cassette 
Last Crack “Burning Time” 

The press release (written 
primarily by vocalist/lyricist 
“Buddo”) that came with the 
advance tape for Last Crack’s 
latest effort “Burning Time” 
creates the impression that these 
guys are the newest of news, 
biggest of big, the answer to all 
the questions the music fan 
might want to ask. In Buddo’s 
own daring words (words 
maybe no one else would 
write), “Last Crack is so musi¬ 
cally and emotionally thick .and 
rich.” Buddo is laying it on 
quite thick, thick enough to give 
us press types a rich chuckle. 
Even an explanatory videocas¬ 
sette was included to give 
Buddo even more of a forum 
for his meanderings. But all of 
the self-inflicted backpatting 
leaves one expecting much 
more than “Burning Time” 
actually delivers. 

“Burning Time” is, at least, a 
nice try, and at times it’s even 
really good. 

But get real, Buddo: you 
are far from being the next 
prophet of mankind. The 
vocals range from good to over¬ 
bearing, usually towards the lat¬ 
ter end. “Love or Surrender” is 
an example of Buddo’s exces¬ 
sive vocal style, a yelling lurch 
into distastefulness. Buddo’s 


“important” lyrics are hardly 
the masterworks you’d expect 
either, with an alI-too-1 iteral 
style that could never parallel 
the mystery of “Nothing’s 
Shocking” or the intrigue of 
“And Justice for All...” 
Buddo’s words may raise some 
interesting points, but they 
never seem to make the listener 
THINK. 

The rest of the band, gui¬ 
tarists Pablo Schluter and Don 
Bakken, skinsman Phil Buer- 
statte and bassist Reno Winger, 
give back to “Burning Time” 
what Buddo takes away from it. 
A scorching, rugged sound rem¬ 
iniscent of Jane’s Addiction 
(who share Last Crack’s pro¬ 
ducer/mixer, Davd Jerden) and 
Alice Cooper backs up Buddo’s 
vain attempts at poetic immor¬ 
tality. “Kiss a the Cold” really 
rips straight out of its intro into 
your face, and “Papa Mugaya” 
returns us, with respect, to 
1970s-era Alice Cooper. 
“Love, Craig” is also an inter¬ 
esting piece of from-son-to-par- 
ent type thank-youism, and 
“Blue Fly Fish Sky” takes a 
total “Jane Says” approach for a 
relatively mellow tune. 

In general, except for the 
too-much-Buddo parts, “Burn¬ 
ing Time” burns. And when 
Buddo and his self-pronounced 
importance get in the way? 
Fast forward.

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Kinko’s Court Ruling 
Means Delays For Students 


(CPS) - A U.S. District Court’s 
ruling that Kinko’s Graphics 
Corp. broke copyright laws has 
forced unknown numbers of 
collegians to have to wait to get 
classroom packets and “custom 
textbooks,” and has wreaked 
havoc on Kinko’s stores near 
college campuses. 

“It has made a large 
dent in our services,” admitted 
David Kempton, manager of a 
Kinko’s copy center near 
Michigan State University 
(MSU). 

“It’s really hampered 
our production this semester,” 
he continued. 

On March 28, Judge 
Constance Baker-Motley ruled 
that Kinko’s popular “professor 
publishing” program broke 
copyright laws. 

Under the program, 
professors could create special 
texts for their classes by picking 
and choosing excerpts from 
books, newspaper and magazine 
articles and other materials, and 
then have Kinko’s reproduce 
and bind them together for the 
professors’ students. 

The “custom text¬ 
books,” which more and more 
companies are creating as sup¬ 
posedly less wasteful, more 
economical alternatives to tradi¬ 
tional textbooks, then are sold 
to the students. 

But the American 
Association of Publishers, a 
New York-based trade group for 
book publishers, argued that 


Kinko’s, by reproducing and 
selling the custom anthologies, 
was using and selling copy¬ 
righted material without paying 
authors and publishers for it. 

Baker-Motley rejected 
Kinko’s claim that photocopy¬ 
ing was “fair use” under the 
copyright law, and barred 
Kinko’s from “future antholo¬ 
gizing and copying of plaintiffs’ 
works” without obtaining 
appropriate permission and pay¬ 
ing fees. 

As a result, students 
and professors have been wait¬ 
ing longer and paying more to 
get packets made. 

“We have some pack¬ 
ets still on hold,” Kempton 
reported, explaining that a pack¬ 
et cannot be sold until officials 
at Kinko’s headquarters in Cali¬ 
fornia have gotten permission 
from the copyright holders of 
all materials used. 

‘I received a big apolo¬ 
gy note, but it’s not fair. I need 
it now,” MSU student Angy 
Germain told the State News, 
MSU’s student newspaper. 

Some stores have 
placed ads in campus papers 
explaining the ruling, complain¬ 
ing that it will cause delays in 
getting class packets to students 
and apologizing for the delays. 

Kinko’s stores near the 
University of Utah and Cornell 
University also have reported 
delays getting packets to stu¬ 
dent and professors.

custom textbooks remain popu¬ 
lar among professors and stu¬ 
dents, publishers say. 

Bookstores at many 
schools, including Memphis 
State, Gonzaga and Northern 
Arizona Universities and the 
University of Nevada at Reno 
will produce custom textbooks 
from materials supplied by pro¬ 
fessors. 

Major publishers also 
have gotten into the act. 

“They’re very popu¬ 
lar,” reported Don Kilburn, 
president of Ginn Press, a 
Simon & Schuster subsidiary 
that announced in March it will 
soon start creating custom texts 
from materials in its line of 
business administration books. 

Last fall, McGraw-Hill 
started offering professors the 
option of creating custom texts 
by choosing to assemble differ¬ 


ent sections from its regular 
accounting books. 

“The jury is still out” 
on whether custom textbooks 
will become more popular than 
regular textbooks, Kilburn said. 

The advantage, he 
added, is that “professors and 
students are looking for materi¬ 
als that are timely in nature.” 

But if professors want 
“timely” custom textbooks from 
Kinko’s, they are going to have 
to give the copy center plenty of 
time to get copyright clearance 
for the materials they want to 
include in the packets. 

“We are already 
accepting course packs for next 
fall,” Kempton reported. 

“We’re telling profes¬ 
sors, ‘If you don’t get in early, 
you’re going to get lost in the 
shuffle,”’ he said.

Einstein said “in the atomic 
age, everything has changed 
except our way of thinking.” 
That could be applied to the war 
against Iraq. The writers of this 
letter wish to make clear at the 
outset that in one respect, our 
thinking seems to be different 
from that of most Americans. 
We see ourselves as citizens of 
the world as well as citizens of 
the US. 

In that light there are some 
very disturbing aspects to the 
war and its likely aftermath. 
Consider: 

—the war has caused perhaps 
15,000 civilian deaths inside 
Iraq, and a further 100,000 Iraqi 
military casualties in the ground 
war (see “A war crime” THE 
NATION 3/11/91). 

—arguably these casualties and 
the vast economic and 
ecological destruction in the war 
could have been avoided: 
economic sanctions were having 
an impact on Iraq early this 
year, and President Hussein was 
showing signs before the war of 
willingness to negotiate 
seriously about Kuwait (Hussein 
is certainly brutal, but he has 
shown himself to be flexible). 

—now the war is over there will 
be serious diplomatic problems 
for the US. For instance, 
countries like Iran and Syria 
will become more 
powerful—countries with 
repressive governments and 
large armed forces; the US will 
doubtless seek permanent 
military bases in countries like 
Saudi Arabia, which will be 
sitting targets for terrorists and 


increasingly unpopular with 
local people. 

—the economic cost of the war 
and its aftermath. Already its 
cost (including that of Operation 
Desert Shield before January 
15) will range from about $16 to 
$61 billion (depending on how 
much foreign countries pay the 
US back). The low estimate is 
over three times this year’s 
federal spending on energy 
development and conservation; 
the high estimate is more than 
twice the entire federal 
education budget. What are 
Americans 4 priorities? 

So how can we adopt a 
really new way of thinking, and 
prevent future wars and 
tensions? How can we build real 
peace, not just President Bush’s 
New World Order which looks 
suspiciously like the US being 
the world’s policeman again? 
These are difficult questions to 
answer, and will require decades 
of hard work. But the Gulf war 
makes it imperative to start at 
once looking seriously at new 
approaches. We think the 
following are important tasks 
that should be taken up NOW, 
both by political leaders and by 
men and women in the street. 

1. DEVELOP A NEW 
STYLE OF NEGOTIATIONS, 
BASED ON INTERESTS NOT 
PUBLIC RELATIONS. Of 
course governments like the US 
and Iraq mistrust each other 
profoundly. But in the right 
setting, and also with the use of 
mediation, they can build trust. 
They can then ask each 
other—and themselves—what 


are your basic interests at stake? 
what are your worst fears about 
your enemies? These ideas are 
spelled out nicely in Roger 
Fisher and William Ury’s book 
GETTING TO YES, and 
regarding the Gulf war, in 
Fisher et al. 4 s article in the 
Boston Globe of February 8. 

2. STOP ALL ARMS 

SALES TO FOREIGN 
COUNTRIES, PREFERABLY 
WORLD-WIDE. The US, 
Germany, the USSR and other 
countries supplied Iraq with key 
technologies and weapons that 
made it seem such a dire 
military threat. In the Iran-Iraq 
war, Iraq seemed to the US to be 
the “good guy’, so the US was 
willing to sell it things like 
chemical weapons 

technology—and we all know 
what followed. Selling arms 
often ends up aiding your 
enemies and/or governments 
that torture and repress their 
own citizens. A precedent for 
banning all arms exists in the 
Ballistic Missile Technology 
Regime. Most people now 
define rape as violence, not sex. 
We need to redefine arms sales, 
as destruction, not diplomacy. 

3. RADICALLY CHANGE 
U.S. ENERGY POLICY 
TOWARDS CONSERVATION 
AND SAFE ENERGY. Coming 
less than a year after Earth Day, 
the Bush administration’s 
energy plans are a disgrace. 
They seek to boost production 
of domestic oil, which is 
polluting—remember the 
Valdez disaster?—and won’t 
last for ever, while CUTTING 
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AND THE SAVAGES

funding for conservation. A 3 
mile-per-gallon (MPG) 
important in the fuel efficiency 
of American cars would 
eliminate the need for oil 
imports from Iraq and 
Kuwait—yet thanks to 
Washington’s apathy the fuel 
economy of American cars 
WORSENED by 3 MPG in 
1988-90. If the US used one- 
eighth less oil it would not need 
any from the entire Gulf region. 
Three-quarters of Americans 
think energy conservation 
makes more sense than 
increasing supplies. We urge 
Connector readers to protest the 
Bush administration’s energy 
plans. We can remember and 
honor the pledges many of us 
made last year on Earth Day . 
We can do things like insulating 
our homes and driving energy- 
efficient cars (or where possible 
taking public transportation, 
biking or walking). 

4. DEAL WITH THE 
RACIST “UNDERSIDE” OF 
THE GULF WAR. We are glad 
that millions of Americans are 
honoring the troops in the 
Middle East, so that the 
psychological traumas of war 
will be minimized for them, 
unlike for thousands of Vietnam 
veterans. But what about Arab 
and Jewish Americans, who are 
already the victims of an 
increased incident of racist slurs 
and harassment? The war may 
also enflame prejudices against 
other minority groups. And 
what about the fierce hostility 
that will no doubt be felt against 
Americans by millions of Arabs 


and other Moslems around the 
world? Here too there is a role 
for ordinary folks. Let’s all 
protest racism and prejudice 
whenever we see it. Let’s see 
lots of respectful dialog between 
Christians, Jews and Moslems 
on campus—especially as the 
three holy seasons of Easter, 
Passover and Ramadan 
approach. Let’s support efforts 
by citizens to build bridges in 
the Middle East, like the sister 
city program linking 
Cambridge, Mass. with 
Ramallah in the occupied West 
Bank—for more information 
call (617)492-4934. It would be 
wonderful to see dozens of 
ULowell students in countries 
like Iraq and Kuwait using their 
great technical and professional 
skills rebuilding schools, 
healing the injured, and simply 
creating human bonds.

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Colleges Need To Refigure The Way They Teach Math, Study Says 


Colleges should make 
radical changes in the way they 
teach math, make better use of 
computers and even develop 
new teaching methods, the 
National Research Council 
urged April 9. 

College students’ inter¬ 
est in majoring in math is at an 
all-time low, few students take 
advanced courses and fewer 
than 10 percent of those stu¬ 
dents are minorities, said the 


council’s Committee on the 
Mathematical Sciences in the 
Year 2000 in calling for reform. 

It found other reasons 
for reform. Only one in five 
doctoral degrees in math, for 
example, is awarded to women. 

Senior math profes¬ 
sors, the report added, are retir¬ 
ing faster than they can be 
replaced. 

“In the United States, 
we have achieved pre-eminent 


status in mathematics research,’’ 
said committee Chairman 
William Kirwan, president of 
the University of Maryland at 
College Park. “We must devel¬ 
op mathematics education to a 
comparable level.” 

The report, titled 
“Moving Beyond Myths,” said 
undergraduate mathematics is 
the second largest discipline 
taught at colleges and universi¬ 


ties. Each year 3.5 million stu¬ 
dents enroll in math courses. 

But about two-thirds of 
all college math enrollments are 
in high school-grade courses 
below the level of calculus. 

While 3.6 million ninth 
graders took math courses in 
1972, the report said, the num¬ 
ber dropped to 294,000 by the 
time the same students reached 
college. Only 11,000 majored 


in math, 2,700 earned masters 
and 400 received dbctoral 
degrees by 1986. 

“Some changes in 
teaching practices could be 
helpful,” allowed Ron Freiwald, 
a math professor at Washington 
University in St. Louis, but he 
thinks changes need to be made 
at the elementary and secondary 
levels. “We can’t undo a dozen 
years of damage that easily.”

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CUNY Students Force Cancellation of Classes At Nine Campuses 


by Eric Coppolino 
and B.J. Hoeptner 
(CPS)-In the most emphatic and 
radical response to some of the 
massive tuition hikes being 
announced nationwide for next 
fall, students at at least nine 
campuses of the City University 
of New York (CUNY) forced 
the cancellation of classes and 
took over buildings the second 
week of April. 

Enraged by New York 
Gov. Mario Cuomo’s call to 
raise tuition by $500 per 
semester, lay off faculty and 
staff members and slash state 
aid by $400 million, students at 
one CUNY campus -City Col- 
lege-took over five buildings. 

At the same time, stu¬ 


dents at Borough of Manhattan 
Community College, Lehman 
College, Hunter College, Bronx 
Community College, Hostos 
Community College, New York 
City Technical College and 
Brooklyn College chained and 
barricaded themselves inside 
administration and academic 
buildings. 

“They can’t ignore 
this,” said Rafael Alvarez, pres¬ 
ident of City College’s Day Stu¬ 
dent Government. 

Like those at CUNY, 
students in at least a dozen 
states may be facing tuition 
hikes of more than 10 percent 
next fall. 

In early April, for 
example, Virginia community 


college students, who already 
have faced two tuition hikes this 
term, learned they will have to 
endure a 17.5 percent jump. 

The nine-campus Uni¬ 
versity of California system will 
increase its fees by 40 percent. 

In mid-March, trustees 
of one of the largest college sys¬ 
tems in the U.S. - the 19-cam¬ 
pus California State University 
system-announced they were 
raising fees by 20 percent for 
next fall. 

The State University of 
New York, which is the biggest 
system in the land, will cost stu¬ 
dents 60 percent more next year, 
while Massachusetts Gov. 
William Weld in February 
imposed yet another tuition 


hike-the fifth in two years-on 
public campus students in his 
state. 

All of hikes, of course, 
were prompted by the budget 
emergencies in at least 20 states, 
where the recession has dramat¬ 
ically decreased the amount of 
tax money local governments 
have collected. 

As a result, the state 
governments have less money 
to spend on everything from 
roads to schools. 

Left with less money 
from their states, public colleges 
must then slash their own 
spending and raise money from 
other sources such as students. 

Students, on the other 
hand, protest they can ill afford 


to pay more for college. 

Cal State’s fee hike 
may keep 10,000 to 43,000 stu¬ 
dents from enrolling next fall, 
the California Postsecondary 
Education Commission and the 
state Assembly Committee on 
Higher Education estimated 
April 8. 

“What (Cuomo) is 
doing is closing the doors to 
access for thousands of students 
in the CUNY system,” City 
College’s Alvarez maintained. 
“If students can’t make it at 
CUNY, where else can they 
go?” 

CUNY Chancellor W. 
Ann Reynolds agreed. 


Third Campus Hoping To Avoid Chaos, 

PIRG Is Attacked Several Schools Nix Party Plans 


(CPS) - In the third attack on a 
campus Public Interest 
Research Group (PIRG) this 
school year, a member of the 
board of directors of New Mex¬ 
ico’s PIRG has unsuccessfully 
tried to cut his own group’s 
funding. 

“As a member of this 
organization’s board of direc¬ 
tors,” said student Edmund 
Gentner in a letter to Vice Presi¬ 
dent for Business and Finance 
David McKinney, “I feel that 
the recommendation for funding 
from the Student Review 
jj£aKk.is~cxcessive and should 
be pared back substantially.” 

In January, Colorado’s 
state legislature defeated a bill, 
aimed at denying funding to 
PIRGs in the state, that would 
forbid campus govern- 
riatically allocate 
student fees to j 

In September, Univer¬ 
sity of California regents ended 
the “negative checkoff’ funding 
system that routed student fees 
to the California PIRG. 

“It’s been pretty con¬ 
sistent over the last five years to 
step up the attacks specifically 
on PIRGs, and to get them off 
campus,” said Ellen Taggart of 
the U.S. PIRG, the national lob¬ 
bying office for state PIRGs. 
About 25 states have PIRGs, 
she said. 

Throughout the 1980s, 
the College Republicans and the 
Mid-Atlantic Legal Foundation- 
a conservative law group-took 
PIRGs to court, initiated cam¬ 


pus referenda and even ran for 
PIRG offices to try to topple the 
groups. 

The opponents contend 
PIRGs, founded in 1973 by 
Ralph Nader as volunteer 
groups to pursue local “con¬ 
sumer issues,” are in reality lib¬ 
eral political organizations that, 
by virtue of special funding 
arrangements at campus regis¬ 
trations, get favored positions 
other student groups don’t get. 

In the early ‘80s, the 
College Republicans National 
Committee sent a memo to its 
campus chapters, urging them 
to work to “defund” PIRGs. 

Among other things, 
the memo suggested opponents 
run for PIRG office and, once 
elected, force a vote for the 
PIRG to cut off its own funding. 

In January, the national 
College Republicans chapter 
told CollegeT^re^r^ei^d-ahe^ ^ owever ; v< 
weren’t behind the current rasli'^^^ A . 
of anti-PIRG moves. 

At the University of 
New Mexico (UNM), Gentner 
himself couldn’t be reached for 
comment. 

In his letter, Gentner 
was angered by the student 
review Board’s decision to 
increase NMPIRG’s funding by 
25 percent next year to $55,564, 
after a 186 percent increase last 
year. 

“At a time when other 
organizations that provide ser¬ 
vices or represent the interests 
of students are being cut back 
or in some cases eliminated 


(CPS) - Ending what has 
become a sure sign that spring 
has come to college campuses, 
two schools have nixed stu¬ 
dents’ plans to throw outdoor 
celebrations. 

At North Adams State 
College in Massachusetts, Vice 
President of Student Affairs 
Robert Maust cancelled the 15- 
year-old “Yahoo Fest” because, 
in recent years, there were “sev- 


altogether,” Gentner wrote, “an 
increase in funding for 
NMPIRG is unwarranted.” 

Gentner’s barrage of 
letters to administrators, student 
leaders and even the Board of 
Regents also complained about 
the “political nature” of the 
group. 

The fee review board, 
however, voted to preserve 
ilocation. 

NMPIRG members^ 
though convinced that Gentner 
wasn’t part of any organized 
assault on their group, are nev¬ 
ertheless baffled. 

“He never did 
approach the board with his 
concerns,” said NMPIRG 
Director Claudia Lucas. 

“I don’t know that his 
agenda was because he never 
came to us,” added Robyn 
Reed, who sits on both the 
review board and the PIRG 
board of directors.

Similarly, at Virginia 
Tech, the Blacksburg City 
Council rejected a request 
March 12 by the Sigma Alpha 
Epsilon Fraternity for a parade 
permit because it feared the 
parade would get out-of-hand 
and snarl traffic. 

The two cases are 
indicative of nationwide 
attempts to better control stu¬ 
dent parties, which disrupt 
scores of schools every spring. 

A melee the first 
weekend in March that injured 
students and police trying to 
break up a beer party at the Uni¬ 
versity of Hartford has prompt¬ 
ed renewed calls for a ban on 
the sale of keg beer there. 

After struggling for 
years to quell wild weekend 
parties near Colorado State Uni¬ 
versity, Fort Collins police 
announced in March that, this 
spring, they’re simply giving 


$100 noise tickets to each host 
of wild parties. 

North Adams’ Mault 
conceded he angered students 
when he decided not to seek a 
liquor license or allow the 
Yahoo Fest. 

“You can put me right 
behind Saddam Hussein on the 
list,” he laughed. 

But in light of national 
campaign to crack down on stu¬ 
dent drinking and the need to 
project a good image of higher 
education to the state, Maust 
said he had no choice. 

“Almost daily you read 
articles about the governor 
threatening to close colleges 
and raise tuition,” said Maust, 
whose campus has been promi¬ 
nently mentioned as a candidate 
to be closed down. 

“Right in the midst of 
this is a picture of a bunch of 
college students dancing around 
with & beer in their hands. We 
don’t need that.”
